In the forenoon: the 
governor and Mrs. McKinley took a carriage 
ride around the city, in the course of which 
Mr. McKinley calied at the executive man- 
sion and paid his respects to the president, 
After this, @ther.calls were made, and old 
acquaintanceships reyewed. A 

Probably the only jhread upon which the 
fabric of politica) fons can be draped,-is 
the governor’s vfsit to Senator Sherman. 
It is well known .that since the national 


: convention at Chicago in 1882: which nomi-_— 
“ nated” Berijamin Harrison for p: esident, the 


attitude of Senetor Sherman to the presi- 
dential aSpirations of William ‘McKinley 
‘thas been the chief nightmare which has 
disturbed the goverfior’s slumbers, 


Sherman’s exact position is the one thing 


that the governor and his friends would 
like to ascertain. While Mr; Sherman may 
not still be ambitious to become president, 
he may ‘be a little bit jealous of younger 
men coming to the fore-in his state and 
‘running away with the prize for which he 

has fought so long and so energetically. A 
7 fight in McKinley’s own state against giv- 
ing him the delegation woutd injure him 
outside more than anything else. His lieu- 
tenants realize this, and are using every 
possible ffort to prevent an outbreak 
among republican politicians in Ohfo. 

This meeting between the leading protec- 
tionist and the goldbug financier today has 
caused rumors to the effect that the con- 
ference had resulted in an understanding 
between these gentlemen by which the sen- 
ator will give the governor his moral and 
personal support and use his utmost efforts 
to secure him the nomination, Others, how- 
ever, doubt that the ‘agreement is So satis- 
‘factory, and think that the senator at the 
‘utmost will only maintain a position of neu- 
trality and let McKinley and Foraker fight 
their battle to a finish. Still others say the 
conference was merely a friendly call, and 
that nothing of polices signific@mee trans- 
pire 

There are, also, two sides to another lit- 
tle story, which today is in circulation, It 
*’ is said that Governor McKinley's friends 
are satisfied with the little boom worked 
up for him during his trip through the 
southern states, but from other sources 
comes the information that he was not re- 
- ceived with the enthusiasm that he or his 
friends who were with him had anticipated, 
There was no great demonstration any- 
where, and the situation today seems to be 
that the country south of Mason and Dix- 
on’s line has by no means made up its 
mind regarding its preferences for the next 
presidency, either on the republican, demo- 


ocratic or any other ticket that may be in 


the field, As for himself, Governor McKin- 
ley, with his invariable affability, was will- 
ing.to converse upon almost any question 
but politics. He praised the south for its 
hospitality, enterprise and beauty, but did 


w mot care to give a synopsis of his views on 


» the silver question. He positively denied 
that he would this summer make a trans- 
cecntinental trip for the purpose of “swing- 
ing” through the Pacific coast and invading 
the other strongholds of free coinage, His 
future engagements include:but two short 
journeys: One of these is to address a re- 
union of old soldiers to be held at Ottawa, 
Kas., next August, and the other to be pres- 
ent at the dedication of Chickamauga nha- 
tional park, on September 19th, and the 
opening of the Cotton States and Interna- 
tional exposition at Atlanta.

FALL RIVER’S REPLY 


To the Reports That | It Is a Deserted 
Village. 

Fall River, Mass., April 1.—Leading south- 
ern papers which have been received pub- 
lish stories of the rise and fal! of Fall 
River as a manufacturing city which are 
Somewhat at variance with the facts. In- 
Stead of being--“a -dewerted “village,” as’ 
Fall River gives 
promise of a more active and (sturdy 
growth than ever, if the changed coNitions 
in the past two weeks May be taken as 
bases for prohpecies. Last week the mills 
sold 370,000 pieces of goods and the week 
previous 349,000 pfeces, thus disposing of 
more than three weeks’ production in two 
weeks, with,the demand still very good. 
These figures are taken from brokers’ re- 
ports of the trading among print cloth 
mills. They do not include sales of goods 
by the iron works mill, King Philip, Ste- 
vens, Globe yarn, Sanford or Barnaby mills 
and do not deal with the production of the 
Jesse Eddy woolen mill or the largest low 
grade hat factory in New England. 

It Was an exhibition by these latter con- 
cerns that surprised mill men and business 
men a few days ago and has since provoked 
new intcrest in the local market among 
the leading factors in the dry goods trade. 
Their products .are classed with the hest 
made. They are running in full, just as 
are all other local concerns, though their 
goods are being sold on a low margin of 
profit. 

In the past two weeks more than a half 
dozen corporations have paid quarterly div- 
idends ranging from 1% to 2 per cent and 
none of them are reported as going behind. 
There is loss than a week’s production of 
goods on hand and the demand for many 
grades of wide fabrics cannot be met for 
some weeks to come. In directions other 
than that of cotton manufacturing the city 
is also showing signs of much future pros- 
perity. 

The talk of removing Fall River line traf- 
fic to another terminus has no foundation 
and the business of the New York, New 
Haven and Hartford railroad is showing a 
profitable increase in this section. Citizens 
outside of the mill investment interests 
agree in believing that the battle for the 
survival of New England’s cotton industry 
is to be fought here, and they are ready 
to go on with the fight at any time.

Democrats Carry Some Local Elections 
in Ohio and Michigan. 


FREE SILVER CANDIDATES WIN 


Silver hovubititine Vote Almost Sol- 
idly for a Democratic Mayor. 


WOMEN CAPTURE A FEW PLACES 


In Some Columbus Wards They Are Ov- 
erwhelmingly Defeated by the Male 
Nominees—-Not Many Women Vote. 


Columbus, O., April 1.—The democrats 
won a decided victory in Columbus, carry- 
ing the city for the first time’in two years. 
The vote on mayor stood as follows: Cot- 
ton H. Allen, democrat, 10,747; Oliver M. 
Evans, republican, 8,898; David E. Wil- 
liams; independent, 2,588; George H. Twiss, 
populist, 117: Allen’s plurality, 1,879. 

For justices of the peace, Perry M. 
Roach, republican, and C. M. Merrow, dem- 
ocrat, were elected. 

Women participated in the elections ‘for 
the first time, voting for members of the 
school bcerd, but the number of women ap- 
pearing at the polls was véry discouraging 
to women suffragists. 
‘women had registered and it is estimated 
that less than one thousand voted today in 
this city. The exact number war ge re= 
pcerted to the board of elections. ri 

There were women candidates | 
bers of the schoo! board in th® s 
ninth and fourteenth wards, but they were 
ell overwhelmingly cCefeated by the recu- 
lar male nominees. It was in these wards, 
however, that the greatest numberof votes 
were cast by the women, Throughout the 
State the feminine vote was much below 
the registration and it cut no figure in de- 
ciding results anywhere. 

_. Large Vote in the Cities. 

Cincinnati, O., April 1.—Advices to The 
‘Tribune show that today’s election brought 
out a large vote in Columbus, Cleveland, 


Toledo and Hamilton and in a few smaller } 


cities, Returns are not in and majorities 
are not given. In the majority of places, 
however, the vote was light. 

It was the first general election where 
women could vote and the privilege was 
taken advantage of generally. In most in- 
stances where women were candidates for 
the school board they were elected. The 
result in the state can be considered a re- 
publican victory. No disturbances of con- 
sequence are reported. 

Cleveland 6,000 Republican. 

Cleveland, ‘O., April 1.—R. E. MeKissen, 
republican, is elected mayor by about 6,000 
majority. The rest of the republican ticket 
is elected by about the same plurality. 
Nearly 6,000 women registered, their vote 
being confined to members of the school 
council. The voté by the women will fall 
considerably below the number registered. 
Mrs. Catharine T, s<Avery, who was nomi- 
nated by the republicans, will run a little 
ahead of her ticket, but the women voted

Wenes AT THE POLLS. 


Several of Them Were Elected in Ohie 
Yesterday. 

Wooster, O., April 1—Women caused con- 
sternation among republicans and demo- 
crats today by the surprising activity they 
were showing in getting to the polis, when 
it was expected that but few would vote. 
The women have a voting school next to 
thy polling place, which is constantiv 
thronged. Quite a number of..the most 
prominent women are out with carriages, 
taking women to the polls. The election of 
Mrs, Isabella Yocum seems assured. 

At Shreve, two women candidates will 
doubtless be elected. At three of the polls 
here the first ballots cast ‘were by women, 

At Warner, many of the women voted 
today, there being two independent women 
candidates for the board of education 
against republican nominees, Party lines 
were ignored by both democrats and re- 
publicans.

Reports from the state show that even 
less interest was manifested and that the 
vote polled will not average more than 
one-third of that registered, John B.

Grand Rapids, Mich., April 1.—Ex-Senator

for mayor, and electing C. D. Stebbins, dem- 
ocratic candidate, by 2,000 majority. A year 
ago Fisher, republican, carried the city by 
1,600..

CUT HER CHILDRESS THROATS. 


Deed of a Crasy >, Woman in Columbus, 
Ohio. 

Columbus, O., April 1.—Mrs. W. H. Wil- 
liams, wife of a réal estate man of Grove 
City, O., registered at the Park hotel with 
her three children. The two youngest, 
aged three and six years, were found with 
their throats cut from ear to ear. The wo- 
man told the older child she was going to 
drown herself in the river, 

The police found Mrs. Williams at 10 
o'clock tonight at the house of Mrs, Lester, 
a friend of her family, at 116% South High 
stréet, She had gone directly there from 
the Park hotel, and had told nothing of 
what she had done, 

Mrs. Lester said she had Ghatted pleasant- 
ly during her stay, as if n@thing had Lap- 
pened When asked about the murder, she 
admitted that she had kifeed the children 
and calmly relatcd the storyé of how she did 
it, evidently not realizing the seriousness of 
it. She said. she conclude@ to do it last 
Wednesday and came to this city to carry 
out her plan, She first went to the David- 
son house, but could get mo room to’ suit 
her, 
Saturday. She bought a quantity «f opium 
on Sunday and administered some to each 
of therchildren, but they all ejected it ex- 
cept Annie, the elder child, who slept for 
several hours and then came from under 
its influence. 

She fully intended to kill Annie this morn- 
ing, but she pleaded so hard, and showed 
Such strength of resistance that she de- 
sisted. Maud, she says, die@ from the mor- 
phine, but this cannot be tfue, When she 
left the hotel this afternoon she started for 
the river, intending to drown herself, but 
she reflected that Annie might Le suspected 
of killing the children and sp she abandon- 
ed the notion of suicide in that way. £he 
says she will kill herself yet. From her 
rambling talk about her tome life, it is 


evident that she was lonegome, liv’ ng in 
the little village and fancying er husband 
Was growing cold toward her. She bruoded 
over her lot until her mind became unbal- 
anced, She is locked up in the «‘ty prison 
now.

TT FRIGHTENS SPAIN 


An Eastern Shipbuilding Firmito Furnish 
Torpedo Boats to Insurgents, 


MEN OF WAR 70 BE THEIR -PREY 


General Maceo Said to Be on the 
Island Now. 


HE IS REPORTED TO HAVE WON A FIGHT 


Sympathizers in the United States Are En- 
couraged by the Reports Which They 
Receive from the Revolutionists. 


Washingten, April 1.—Information of a 
somewhat sensational eharacter has been 
received in Washington within tHe past 
twenty-four hours with respect to the re- 
bellion in Cuba. Officials interested have 
been informed from sources which — they 
deem entirg@ly reliable that a prominent 
eastern ship-building firm has agreed to 
furnish the insurgents a torpedo boat at an 
early day which will be used to destroy 
Spanish war vessels now cruising in Cuban 
waters. Whether the firm in question will 
build the boat or furnish a steam launch 
which can be utilized as a torpedo boat is 
not known, but ft is asserted that a swift 
boat of some character, which can be used 
for torpeds purposes, will soon be in the 
bands of Cuban sympathizers in this coun- 
try. 

it is then proposed to equip this craft 
with a full supply of tarredo tubes and 
start her immediately to the Cuban shores. 

The Spanish government is said to be 
aware of this expedition and to have noti- 
fied the state department officials. What 
action the latter will take cannot, at this 
time, be stated, inasmuch as no informa- 
tion bearing upon the matter. will be given 
out at the department. A vessel, such as 
that referred to above, could possibly de- 
stroy several Spanish cruisers before she 
was captured, even though she should be 
unlucky enowgh to fall into the hands of 
the Spaniards. In such an event it is said 
short. shrift would be made of the officials 
and crew, who would be treated as pirates 
and executed without delay. 

Colonel Figueredo Interviewed. 

Tampa, Fla., April 1—In an interview 
with The Times-Union correspondent to- 
night Colonel F. Figueredo, leader of the 
Cuban patriots in Tampa, and the recog- 
nized head of the movement in this section, 
said: ; } 

“The latest.news I have from Cuba is 
that General Maceo has landed a large 
force of men on the island, together with 
3,000 rifles, ammunition and army stores, 
but at what poinf the landing was effected 
I am not informed. He has a large force 
with thirty-seven officers, and his men are 
well drilled and disciplined. General Ma- 
ceo captured a convoy, taking several hun- 
dred prisoners, besides securing 100 mules 
and a large lot of valuable munitions of 
war. These are the latest facts. I know 
there are all sorts of rumors flying about, 
but what I have stated are simple facts as 
they exist, according to our best informa- 
tion. I would advise very little credence 
to be placed in highly colored and sensa- 
tional newspaper reports.. We shall learn 
more fully just what is being done upon 
the arrival of the steamer from Havanna 
tomorrow.” 

Gonzales Quesada, secretary of the Cuban 
movement in the United States, who is the 
guest of Colonel, Figueredo, and Enrique 
Collozo, a Cuban leader rrom New York, 
also here, express the same opinions sub- 
stantially as Colonel “Figueredo. Colonel 
Figueredo, Secretary Gonzales Quesada, 
Enrique Collozo and Dr. Domingos will 
go to Jacksonville Wednesday and will ad- 
dress a mass meeting on Thursday night. 


’ The Revolution Spreading. 
.Tampa, Fla., April 1.—Passengers from 
Havana by the steamship Olivette last 
night report the revolution in Cuba spread- 
ing rapidly. There are 1.000 insurgents re- 
ported in Puertg Principe, under the com- 
mand of Malgues de Santa Lucia, He raised 
this force near Guanaja, and is marching 
toward Yara, where all the forces are as- 
sembling in response to the proclamation is- 
sued by Generals Maces and Masso, This 
proclamation is supposed to have been 
prompted, if not issued, by Jose Marti, 
and calls for a convention to declare Cuba 
independent from Spain and to form a pro- 
visional government. It -is stated that 
March 80th was set for the date of this con- 
vention, 

The Spanish government acknowledges 
the presence of General Maceo in Santiago 
de Cuba, No official notice of the presence 
of Marti or Gomez has been made, and if 
they are on the island their presence is 
still kept secret. After the victory of 
Compachuela the insurgents burned the 
big San Manuel sugar plantation, near the 
village, on March 23d. Two hundred men 
are said to have taken up arms in San Lu- 
grande, under command of Colonel Aldaret, 
and are making their way toward Yara. 


ARMED VESSELS ON THE GULF, 


Supposed to Be Manned by Mexican 
Sympathizers with Cuba. 

St. Louis, April 1—A special from the 
City of Mexico says a fishing bark just in 
off the gulf of Mexico reports having en- 
countered two unknown boats heavily arm- 
ed with cannon and apparently well equip- 
ped with all the munitions of war. When 
hailed the boats made no reply and the 
Mexican seamen, being afraid to make any 
further advance, made their escape from 
the locality as fast as possible, It is thought 
the ships have some‘ bearing on the Cuban 
revolution, although it is reported that 
there are pirates, manned by renegade Cu- 
bans, coasting about the waters of the gulf 
and along the coast of South America, 
Numbers of strangers have been seen with- 
in the past few days in Progreso Campeche, 
Merida and other points in Yucatan, whose 
business is unknown and who are evidently 
Cubans, It is alleged that they are insur- 
gents, and are in Mexico for the purpose 
of gaining recruits for the rebel cause in 
Cuba, That island has many sympathiz- 
ers in Mexico in the attempt to throw off 
the Spanish yoke.

FIVE MEN KILLED 


By a Boiler Explosion Which Demol- 
ished a Building. 


Woburn, Mass., April 1.—Residents of 
Woburn Highlands, one of the most thick- 
ly settled portions of the city, were startled 
this morning by a loud report which shook 
the windows and caused every one to rush 
out of doors. At the same moment huge 
pieces of timber were thrown into the air 
across the street in front of Loring &

The force of the cxntenion: was ‘such “that 
one of the boilers was thrown clear across 
a heavy partition into the main part of the 
building. The following men were killed:

The efforts of the firemen were at once 
directed to the huge mass. of debris. 
Strange to say the ruins did not take fire, 
and the work of the firemen was thus 
rendered easier. The big timbers of the 
structure were piled in such manner on 
top of the unfortunate men that it was a 
difficult matter to remove them.

Great Prince Bismarck, 


HE MAKES A SPEECH 70 THE CROWDS 


Disappointments Have Come to Him 
in the Past. 


ALL HE DID WAS “FOR HIS COUNTRY 


It Was His Hope That Germany Would 
Have a Great Commercial Cole- 
- ny in Africa-

Friedrichsruhe, April 1—Seven thousand 
students, with six brass bands, teok part 
in the Bismarck demonstration today. Af- 
ter the reception Bismarck went to his 
room and rested for two hours. 

Prior to the rec@éption of the students by 
the ex-chancellor, Rrince Bismarck gave 
audience to the delegations of university 
professors, headed by Rector Pfleirerer. 


He also received a delegation of officers of . 


the Zedlitz Cuirassiers, of which the prince 
is colonel, a number of representatives of 
the senate of Hamburg and several other 
deputations, The prince briefly thanked 
each deputation for their congratulations, 
The students marched from the station, 
reaching the park at 12:50 D’clock p. m, 
They were headed by Cuter Tienes Lange 
and Professors Pfluger’and Otzen. *The 
students took their places in front of the 
veranda, The band of the Fourth Guards 


, Played while the students were taking their 


positions, and at 1:15 o’clock Bismarck ap- 


» peared on the veranda and was greeted 


with deafening cheers and the.clashing of 
swords. He looked thale and hearty. 
Address of the Studegts. 

After the cheering had subsided the stu- 
dents’ address to Prince Bismarck was 
read as follows: 

“Upon this happy day, when all Ger- 
many is resounding in jubilee, it is the 
sacred duty of German students to present 
their homage to your highness. With 
thankful hearts the students celebrate the 
anniversary of the man who raised the 
fatherland from long disunion to the glo- 
rious height of a united and powerful em- 
pire. What was achieved onthe battlefield 
under the victorious banners of our fathers 
has fallen to the present generation, an un- 
earned harvest, but the German youth hope 
to bravely sustain and advance the work 
to which your highness devoted a lifetime, 
repléte with great results. To this we i 
heartily pledge ourselves. May -God bestow 
upon your highness happiness and abundant 
blessings.”’ . 

Bismarck’s Reply. | 

Prince Bismarek replied: “I have just 
received from the rectors a recognition of 
whats has been done in the past, but of 

much higher value is your welcome. 
I is a promise of the future and is of 
greater worth for a man of my age, be- 
cause the national feeling you evince is an 
evidence of a continuance of my work. It 
is very satisfying to me to find ,the pros- 
pect that German character will remain 
steadfast to old principles. In politics it 
is much easier to Know what to avoid than 
what to do. The guidance of policy in 
politics can be compared to the’ navigation 
The iti- 
cipal aim is to reach a safe harbor. it 
is reached we ought to be thankful. One 
is never perfectly independent in guiding 
politics, but is always more or less depénd- 
ent upon the decisions of others. Therefore, - 
if we have succeeded partly we ought to 
thank God and not camplain because Wwe 
have not achieved what we hoped to. Man 
proposes, but God disposes. 
and guard what we have secured and be 
thankful therefor. We mean to keep @ 
fast hold upon the German empire as it is. 
Germany was powerful under the Carlo- 
vingians. The Saxon Hohenstaufens losing 
her position, it took nearly six hundted 
years to regain it. Political developments 
proceed as slowly as geologic formations. 
So the work of leaders ought not to be 
judged hastily. The world will have to 
get a sight of the middle of the next cen- 
tury before I can be judged unbiased in 
history or from an impartial standpoint of 
bygone times.’

ML. RILEY OPENS THE COURT

He Has a Commission from the Governor. | 
CO. A.J. Fope Claims That He Is 
Batitled tothe Office. 


They Puts Scheme Up Which They Hop- 
ed Would Fool the People at 
Home, but It Failed. 


Sonoraville, Ga., April 1,—(Special.)—The 
Rev. James D. Huckabee, who is widely 
known throughout this section as a preach- 
er and speaker, is now the subject of sus- 
picion gn the part of the brethren, This is 
because of his elopement with a young lady 
a few days ago to the very great mortifi- 
cation of his aged wife and family of duti- 
ful children. Rev. Mr. Huckabee is nearly 
sixty years old, He is a man of moderate 
means and enjoyed the confidence of the 
people generally until this escapade. Miss 
Cornelia Dutton, a dark-eyed maiden neigh- 
-bor bewitched. him, The disappearance of 
the couple created a sensation, This morn- 
ing’s Constitution told of their arrest at 
Providence, Ky. Their arrest was made on 
a telegram sent to the officers of that town. 
In the course of a few days they will prob- 
ably be brought back to the scene of form- 
er days to face heart-broken relatives and 
the frowns of disgusted former friends and 
acquaintances. Deputy Sheriff Dave John- 
son leaves tomorrow for Kentucky to bring 
back the wayward pair. 

The capture of Huckabee and Miss Dutton 
was brought about through unusual cir- 
cumstances, The two had stopped at Prov- 
idence, Ky., and the young lady wrote a 
letter from that point to one of her relatives 
here. To leave the impression that she was 
in Little Rock, Ark., with relatives, she 
enclosed the letter to the postmaster at 
Little Rock, asking that he postmark the 
letter at his office and forward it to its 
destination, It was postmarked as request- 
ed and sent forward, but before doing so 
the postmaster made the following etry on 
the back of the letter: ‘‘Received this letter 
undér cover from Providence, Ky., to be 
forwarded.” He then signed his name at 
the bottom of the entry as postmaster of 
Little Rock, The letter reached here Satur- 
day, The entry, of course, gave the matter 
away, and a telegram, describing Huckabee 
and Miss Dutton, was immediately sent to 
the authorities of Providence to arrest the 
two. Three hours later a dispatch came 
from that point saying that they were ar- 
rested and in jail’there. 


Butler, Ga., April 1.—(Special.)—Judge C. 
C. Smith, of the Oconee circuit, convened 
court at this place this morning at 10 
o’clock. When the judge went upon the 
bench and directed the sheriff to open 
court according to law, the question as to 
who was the sheriff of Taylor county was 
raised. It seems that in January, at the 
time the county officers were elected, Mr.

Thereupon 
Governor Atkinson issued a commission to 
Riley, which caused‘a clash in the lines of 
the populists, something that has never 
happened before in this county since the 
organization of that party. 

4 Counsel for Mr. Pope sued out a writ of 
prohibition, which was denied by Judge W. 
B. Butt, and the case was appealed to the 
supreme court, where it is now pending, 
awaiting a hearing. In the meantime, 
Pope went before the ordinary of the 
county and had him to approve his bond, 
took the oath of sheriff and peremptorily 
refused to surrender the office. He pro- 
poses to remain shariff until removed by 
the higher courts of the state. 

Considerable feeling exists throughout 
the county, and the courtroom was packed 
this morning by the friends of both parties 
to hear the decision of the judge of the 
superior court as to whom he would recog- 
nize as sheriff during the present session 
of this court. After a prolonged argument 
by the counsel representing the contest- 
ants, the presiding judge decided that he 
would not pass upon the validity of either 
of the bonds submitted, but would leave 
that matter to the judge of this judicial 
circuit for adjudication, and that he would 
only pass upon the facts presented to him 
orally, there being no case in court which 
could be appealed to the supreme court in 
the event either party was not satisfied 
with the decision he might render in the 
premises. Therefore, he would not express 
any opinion as to the merits of the case, 
but would be compélied to recognize the 
officer holding a bona fide commission from 
“the governor and directed Mr. Riley to 
open Taylor superior court in the terms of 
the law, which he did. The case is net 
ended, but it was the means of inaugurat- 
ing a split among the populists. Mr. Pope 
was represented by Colonel C. J. Thornton 
and Judge M, H. Blandford, and ;,Mr. 
Riley's, claim was looked after by A. A. 
Carson, 

The. grand jury will have three homi- 
cides to investigate at this term of the 
court, besides a number of other crimes, 
this being the only session of the superior 
court held in this county since April of 
last year. : ‘& = ;

The resolu- 
tion was adopted by the council and is now 
in the hands of the board of aldermen, 
where it will come up again next Thursday, 
when that branch of the local legislature 
meets. It may be that the board will again 
debline to concur and if that is the case 
it will be a long time yet before the city 
ha a public printer. ; 
Thpse Shade Trees on Pryor Street. 

a shade trees on Pryor street, those on 
the sidewalks, must go. 

TMhe report of the committee recommend- 
ing that they be cut down and directing 
the woodman not to spare that tree, was 
adopted by the general council and subse- 
quently concurred in by the board of al- 
dermen. 

The street committee, Mr. Day chairman, 
presented a report on the resolution direct, 
ing the commissioner of public works to 
cut down all of the shade trees on Pryor 
street along the side. The report was fa- 
vorable and the rules were suspended to 
hear from Hin. H. C. Stockdell, Hon. John 
B. Goodwin and Major John Whitner. All 
of these gentlemen addressed the council 
advocating the cutting away of the trees 
along the side. Mr. Stockdell in his argu- 
ment was especially strong, declaring that 
the concrete on the sidewalks would not 
allow the trees to live because the water 
could not get to them, and that within a 
short time the few trees left along the 
street would bé dead wood.

tween the limits of a fictitious ‘market 
value,’ subject to all of the wicissitudes of 
supply and demand under. the patriotic 
manipulation of the bulls and bears of 
Lombard street. Under such a plan we 
would have an innumerable number of 
ratios and coins of different weights, all 
equal to one another, 

“The practical bimetallist accepts the 
ratio that for hundreds of years has been 
established and recognized by nations and 
individuals the world over. He Knows that 
only under a fixed ratio which past history 
has proven proper and reliable, until the 
protection of the government was with- 
drawn from silver.” . 

‘Can silver be maintained as a money 
of final payment along with gold?’

MR. WATSON’S LAST LETTER. 


Final Issues in the Controversy Be- 
tween Messrs. Black and Watson. 


Thomson, Ga., April 1.—(Special.)—Hon. 
Thomas E. Watson has addressed another 
letter to Hon. J. C. C. Black, replying to 
the latter’s final letter of the 28th ult. 
After preliminary references to several 
unimportant features of the controversy, 
Mr. Watson says: 

“You evade a discussion of the legal 
principle cited by me, and under Which 
any court would hold you bound by the 
condition I incorporated in my acceptance; 
and you content yourself by saying that 1 
was presumed to know the law which 
prevents the governor from ordering an 
election in less than thirty days. 

“Such is the law, and the governor can- 
gOt take snap judgment-on the- people by 
calling for a verdict at the polls in less 
than thirty days. 

‘“‘But nowhere does the code say that he 
cannot order the election in thirty days, 
and it would be the merest quibble to say 
that my meaning was other than that the 
special election should be held as soon as 
the law allowed. 

“Thirty days from the time your resigna- 
tion took effect the election to fill the va- 
cancy could have been held, and that 
was precisely what I meant to stipulate for. 

No Dictation Meant. 
“You say the governor has not asked our 
advice. 

‘That is true; and I have not proposed 
to give him any. 

‘I have merely asked that you join me 
in a letter of request—supposing that the 
governor would not interpose a personal 
‘objection where both sides agreed. 

‘Before you can fairly presume that this 
joint request would have no weight with 
the governor you should at least have 
some reason for that supposition. 

“Have you any? 

“The governor has been represented in 
The Atlanta Constitution as saying 
he would like to hear from both sides, and 
it was after this publication that I asked 
you to unite with me in requesting an 
early election. 

‘You find fault with the tone of my let- 
ter of the 25th because it shows ‘some signs 
of a spirit not altogether consistent with 
a desire to bring about harmony of views,’ 
etc. 
“To discuss the things which have hap- 
pened to me and my party in this district 
during the last-three years, without show. 
ing ‘some signs’ of indignation, is a most 
trying ordeal. The-z fact that my: letetr 
‘showed some signs# which were not alto- 
gether amiable, merely shows that in 
spite of myself, and the old Arcadian 
training I received when I first went into 
politics, I am still human. 

“The habit of looking cheerful and of 
speaking sweetly while one is. being tor- 
tured on the rack, requires even more 
practice than I have had time to give to it. 

‘You intimate that ‘the further the elec. 
tion is removed from such a past the better 
it would be for all concerned.’ 

‘Then why hold any election at all? 
Why. not declare a permanent vacancy in 
the tenth district and abolish the office 
of congressman? 

“If the five months which have elapsed 
since the last election have not been suffi- 
cient time for passion to subside and for 
the voice of reason to be heard, the tenth 
district is hopelessly insane, and a writ of 
lunacy should be sworn out against the 
whole concern. 

“Life is short,’ say you—but more 
heavily we feel the weight of this dismal] 
truth, the less we should grudge to yield 
to our neighbor that which is his due. 

“I entered into this contract with you 
against the advice of sincere friends who 
predicted just what has happened. In my 
earnest desire to settle among ourselves. 
here at home (without an appeal to a re- 
publican congress) a vexed question which 
had given great trouble to the district, J 
yielded the certainty of unseating you, 
and of regaining my seat in congress. In 
return I got what I ‘believed to be a 
promise to refer the matter back to the 
people for a settlement by an election to 
be held soon after March 4, 1895.

NO ONE CAN TELL WHO WILL BUY IT 


Today May Decide the Fate of tbe Georgia 
Southern and Florida—Heavy Weights 
Are Assembling at Macon. 


—— 


' Macon, Ga., April 1.—(Special.)—There is 
much speculation as to whether or not the 
Georgia, Southern and Florida railroad 
will be sold tomorrow at noon. It goes 
on the block at that hour for the third 
time. The upset price is $8,000,000. The 
impression is that the road will be bought 
in by the bondholders’ committee, and they 
will give at least $3,000,000 for the property, 
for it is not thought that the court would 
confirm the sale at a lower figure. 

There is a report that the Plant system 
will also be a bidder, but no one seems to 
Know anything definite about this. ‘The 
Sale will evidently take place, for persons 
interested in the property and who reside 
at a distance are beginning to arrive, 
whereas they were not present when the 
road was offered for sale two weeks ago 
at the upset price of $3,750,000. Among those 
who will be at the sale are Colonel H. P. 
Smart, of Savannah, chairman of the bond- 
holders ‘committee; Colonel Skipwith Wil- 
mer, of Baltimore, attorney for the bond- 
holders’ committee, and Hon. Hoke Smith, 
counsel for the Mercantile Trust and De- 
posit Company, of Baltimore, truétee for 
the bondholders.

He Mentions a Walnut Bed and Gets 
a Dollar’s Worth of Food. 

The grocers of Atlanta are safe for at 
least three months. Lee Jordan, charged 
with being a common cheat and swindler, 
and who seems to have occasioned much 
perturbation and unrest in that line of 
business, was sent to the chaingang yes- 
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, terday for three months, as he was unable 


to pay a fine of $15, which was placed upon 
him by Judge Westmoreland. 

The specific charge against Jordan, who 
is a negro, was that he obtained $1 worth 
of provisions under false pretences. 

The allegation declares that he ‘“‘did, 
by deceitful means and artful practices, 
cheat and defraud Green & Cannon out of 
$1 worth of provisions.””’ From this’ ac- 
count Jordan is best in jail as he would 
make a dangerous man to wander about 
locations where there were grocery stores, 

Jordan’s manner of securing -his pro- 
visions was ‘somethings wnique. I't was 
original, He wandered into the grocery 
store of Green & Cannon and in a’ casual 
way let drop the fact that he owned a 
walnut bed. 

‘This was simply a feeler. He mentioned 
further that he owned a mattress. In a 
few minutes more he assured the grocer 
that he owned a walnut bed and three 
mattresses. This coup de’etat of Jirdan’s 
is described as follows: 

‘In order to induce said Green & Cannon 
to sell him on credit $1 worth of provisions, 
he represented to them he owned a walnut 
bed and three mattresses.’’ 

The language of the indictment is: 

“The said Lee Jordan, did not own such 
property and knew at the time that he did 
not own such property.’’ 

It can hardly be claimed, in defense of 
Jordan, that his memory is detective on 
this point, However that may be, he was 
found guilty of the charge preferred and 
fined $15, with the privilege of going to the 
shaingang instead, He will go to the 
chaingang, In the meantime the grocery 
trade is safe from onslaughts by which 
provisions are obtained on walnut beds and 
mattresses. 

~ The Other Cases. 

Bud Shaver, who appears to have an 
ungovernable appetite for tobacco, was 
sent up yesterday by Judge Westmore- 
land on two charges of larceny, both in- 
volving .the theft of tobacco. The fines 
aggregate $75 and the time is one year and 
six months.

TARRE MAY BE A WAR 


The Southern Railway Company Has 
Gone to Law with the §. A. L. 


ASKS FOR PERMISSION TO CUT RATES 


If It Is Granted Then Look Ont for Cats, 
Monkeys and Parrotse—Other 
Railroad Néws. 


The Seaboard’ Air-Line will not have 
things all its own way in the slashing of 
passenger rates to the east any longer if 
signs count for aught. 

The Southern railway has finally come 
forward with a petition to the interstate 
commerce commission for relief under the 
long and short haul clause of the inter- 
State commerce law so that it may be en- 
abled to meet the low passenger rates of 
the Seaboard Air-Line to the through points 
without making corresponding rates to lo- 
cal points along the line. 

The case has been set for a hearing by 
the interstate commerce commission at its 
office at Wasington, D. C., next Satur- 
day. “ 

All parties interested have been- sum- 
moned to attend the hearing and the case 
will be brought out in length and in every 


detail. 

If the Southern railWay is>allowed this 
right, then there will certainly be some 
fun in the camps of southern railroads for 
the next few weeks until tthe battle has 
been fought and the victory’ won. 

One thing is stated by the Seaboard of- 
ficials as certain and sure—that if the 
Southern sees fit ‘to cut the rates to meet 
the: reductions already in operation over 
their own line they will, with one sudden 
Swoop, come down with ‘their big knife and 
cut the rates even half what they are now 
Since the first reduction of 50 per cent has 
been made. 

Then what will the Southern do? 

If it cuts again, the Seaboard will once 
more come back and play ithe little game 
that Napoleon was wont to play—it will 
cut lower and lower, and will, if needs be, 
send passengers out of Atlanta almost free 
of charge to ‘the east and bring them from 
the east at the same price, even if it takes 
forty passenger trains a day to handle the 
business that will thus be created. 

In fine, the Seaboard folks seem tto have 
made up their minds to run passenger 
trains simply as an advertisement of their 
splendid freight service between the north- 
east and the southwest. This would natu- 
rally be the inference, since they started 
the reductions of ‘passenger rates three 
weeks ago without the slightest provoca- 
tion or offense from any of the competitors. 
All of-the lines have maintained the rates 
to and from the east since the Seaboard 
took this step, but they all say now tthat_if 
the Seaboard persists in it they will en- 
deavor to get from the interstate commerce 
commission permission to make a little 
sport for the tourists who come and go 
between the great cities of the east and 
the lands of the south. 

It is believed that if the case is terminated 
favorable to the Southern at the hearing 
Saturday by the interstate commerce com- 
mission there will be a free-for-all fight 
in which the Central, with its ocean steam- 
ship lines to the east, will come in for its 
full shure of the fun. 

The result cannot easily be fancied. There 
will be a* general state .of pandemonium 
among all of the great trunk lines that 
lead from Atlanta to the metropolitan cities 
of the northeast. 

History of the Trouble. 

About three weeks ago the Seaboard Air- 
Line, acting as it seemed under the pres- 
sure of the boycott declared by the asso- 
ciated roads of the south, squirmed itself 
into announcing that passenger rates.to the 
eastern cities out of Atlanta would that 
very day be cut to just half the old stand- 
ard rates of all the eastern lines. 

This sprung a sensation in railroad cir- 
cles, but did not seem to do anything more 
than this. 

The Southern and the other lines paid 
but little aittention to the remarkable pro- 
cedure, and yet the business was about the 
same with the two competitive lines as it 
had been before the cut. The Southern 
seemed to suffer nothing from the slash 
and positively refused to stand from un- 
der. 

Pretty soon it was announced that the 
great Pennsylvania lines had refused to 
sell tickets over the Seaboard. 

Next it was learned that the Seaboard 
had arranged to put the same half rate 
advantages on in the east and bring people 
southward on the same: terms it had bar- 
gained to take them northward, 

This was tig, climax. 

Now the news comes of the Southern’s 
action in appealing to the interstate com- 
merce commission for permission to offer 
cheap rates to: through points withont mak- 
ing the same apply to the local stations. 

On its face this means‘th’ t the Southern 
wants to meet the reduction, but it may 
also be construed as a sly bit of work to 
attract the attention of the interstate com- 
merce commissioners to the action of the 
Seaboard Air-Line in order to bring a stop 
to its practices. 

The case may wind up in a general prose- 
cution of the Seaboard ‘to prevent it fram 
offering such cheap rates to points away 
up in the east without giving the same priv- 
jleges to those who travel between Atlanta 
and local points. 

The case will be interesting, however, 
and will be watched with a great degl of 
interest, no doubt, by the railroad men of 
the south and by the general” public.

Will the federal supreme court decide 
that the income tax is unconstitutional? 

It is believed by .many lawyers and 
officials in Washington that the decision 
will be adverse to the tax, but, of course, 
nothing definite is known. If the court 
holds the law to be unconstitutional it 
will be necessary to call an extra session 
of congress to provide money to meet 
thie government expenses. |. The con- 
tinued falling off in the treasury re- 
ceipts makes it plain that if we fail to 
raise reyenue through the income tax 
we must very promptly resort to other 
means. 


The treasury receipts for March are’ 


$264,000 below the expenditures, and 
during the past nine months of the 
present fiscal year the excess of ex- 
penditures over receipts has been over 
$86,500,000, with the probability that 
this amount will be increased by sev- 
eral millions during April, thus leaving 
a deficit’ of about $42,000,000 on the ist 
of May. If the income tax law stands 
the treasury officials expect to collect 
enough from all sources to meet the 
pressing needs of the government, but 
without this tax there is no hope of 
making the customs and internal reve- 
nue receipts meet the emergency. 
Naturally, great anxiety is felt in re- 
gard to‘the coming decision of the su- 
pfeme court, which will have to be ren- 
dered by the 14th instant, as the opera- 
tion of the income tax has been post- 
poned until that date. In the event of 
an adverse decision an early extra ses- 
sion may be expected, and it is thought 
that congress will try to raise the needed 
revenue by imposing an exfra tax of 
from $1 to $2 a barrel on beer, and per- 
haps a tax of 2 cents on bank checks. 
Many democratic politicians desire an 
extra session because they believe that 
it would embarrass the republicans. 
Friends of certain republican presiden- 


leading democrats believe that the 
chances of their candidate for the presi- 
dency would be better with the income 
tax eliminated. 

So the action of the supreme court is 
looming up as.a imatter of intense in- 
terest and great importance. If it sus- 
tains the tax there will be no extra ses- 
sion, but if it holds otherwise congress 
will have to be convened as a matter of 
necessity, and before it adjourns some- 
thing may occur that will shape the des- 
tinies of one or both of our great par- 
ties. The court will be heard from in 
the course of a few days.

England’s Policy in Spanish America, 
»What is England’s real purpose in her 
present demand upon Nicaragua for an 
indemnity in the Hatch case? 
According to well-informed persons 
in Washington, the British desire to es- 
tablish themselves in a commanding po- 
sition at one end of the proposed Nicara- 
gua canal. Great Britain is well aware 
of the fact that Nicaragua cannot now 
pay an indemnity of $75,000 and other 
amounts running up to perhaps $200,000, 
which will doubtless be awardedaby the 
commission. The programme is to have 
the damages awarded, and then ‘the 


| British will do as they have done in- 


Egypt and China. They will take charge 
of the custom house at Greytown, at the 
Atlantic end of the canal, and disburse 
the receipts, holding back a Small sum 
annually as part payment of the in- 
demnity. By honestly conducting the 
affairs of the custom house the Nicara- 
guan government will receive a larger 
revenue, and ultimately will be induced 
to grant England certain concessions 
which the latter country can use to ad- 
vantage in any controversy with us 
over the canal. 

Briefly, this is England’s real object 
at present. She is making a bold effort 
to secure a foothold in Nicaragua, al- 
though her diplomats assure our state 
department that the intention of their 
government is simply to collect an in- 
demnity. 

But the situation will soon be as seri- 
ous in Guatemala, and it has already 
reached a critical stage in_ Venezuela. 
Senator Lodge tersely sums up the whole 
business in the following: 


bonds, which are largely held in England, 
and there are indications that England is 
contemplating taking vigorous steps to en- 
force the payment of interest to her bond- 
holders. Sir Edward Grey, in the house of 
commons, has intimated that England pro- 
poses to look after the rights of her bond- 
holders in Guatemala. There seems no 
method by which this can pe done except 
by seizure of territory or by taking posses- 
sion of Guatemalan revenue. KEither ot 
these courses of action would be a violation 
of the Monroe doctrine, and could not pos- 
sibly be permitted by the United States. 
We cannot allow the establishment of any 
British protectorate in Central America, or 
the repetition there of England’s action in 
Egypt.. If England is permitted to use force 
in protecting her bondholders, in a very 
short time she might get control of a num- 
ber of South American states, the debts of 
which are chiefly held in London. 

The Guatemalan affair, however, has not 
yet reached an acute stage, as has happen- 
ed in Nicaragua. In the case of Nicaragua 
Great Britain demands an indemnity for 
injuries to her consular representative, and 
to British citizens and property. No one, of 
course, denies the right of England or any 
other country toe exact an indemnity from a 
foreign nation for injuries inflicted upon 
her citizens, but the method of obtaining 
that indemnity is all-important. If it is 
to be secured by treaty, we of course have 


in order to get an indemnity from Nicara- 
gua, England proceeds either to seize ter- 
ritory or to take in any way partial or com- 
plete control of the Nicaraguan govern- 
ment, an itifraction of the Monroe doctrine 
at once occurs, to which the United States 
cannot possibly submit. 
e In Venezuéla the case is far mofe serious 
than anywhere else. There the Monroe 
doctrine has been actually violated, and it 
is owing to our neglect that the situation 
has arisen. For a long period England has 
been pushing forward, under one pretext or 
another, the boundary of Guiana and ab- 
sorbing Venezuelan territory, which the 
Venezuelan government was too weak to 
prevent. This seizure of territory has been 
mere aggression on the part of Gréat 
Britain, with the well-defined purpose of 
getting control of the mouth of the Ori- 
noco, a matter of great importance, like all 
other great waterways, to the extension of 
British commerce, of which England never 
loses sight. This continuous and increasing 
seizure of territory is an infringement of 
the Monroe dictrine of the worst kind. 
What are we going to do about it? It 
strikes us that it is time to reassert the 
Monroe doctrine and concentrate our 
war vessels in Spanish-American 
waters. This may not please the tory 
element of our population, but it would 


delight all genuine Americans.

The Railroads of the South. 


The figures for the past year show 
that the southern railroads enjoyed a 
larger degree of prosperity than any 
other group of transportation lines in 
the country. This prosperity was noth- 
} ing to boast of, as compared with the 
condition of the roads, but it affords 
some consolation to know that in the 
general prostration of business and 
traffic, the southern lines have not only 
held their own, but have done some- 
thing more. : | 

Against an average decrease of 11.26 
per cent in the gross earnings of the

form of government cannot. last 100 years 
longer and continue to drift under the 
power of monopoly and wealth as it is doing 
now; in fact, the gnoney power at the pres- 
ent day forms an aristocracy or a plutocra- 
cy which entirely nullifies every section, 
clause and article in our bill of rights when- 
ever they are called in question in behalf of 
the people. 

The greatest peril menacing our govern. 
ment is the poverty and indifference of our 
people. The poor dre so oppressed that they 
are forced to sell themselves for what 
they can get, and are thus at the mercy of 
the bosses, the pliant tools of monopoly, 
who forge to the front in our political par- 
ties. 

The people are driven to the polls to vote 
for their oppressors and dare not murmur 
for fear of dismissal from employment. 

Those who can be more independent are 
indifferent or so absorbed in business af- 
fairs that they do not note the rapid ad- 
vances of this unforeseen power. 

I do not care whether it be an alien or a 
native syndicate that buys up the land or 
the business enterprises of the country, for 
the instinct of greed is the same in an 
American as an Englishman, and we have, 
therefure, as much to fear from land steal- 
ing in one form as another. 

In bright contrast to this gloomy ut- 
terance is the following reply from ex- 
Senator John J. Ingalls: 

In reply to yours of the 16th instant, I 
would say that I think the Anglo-Saxon 
race on this continent have thus far over- 
come every obstacle in their unprecéddented 
experiment of popular self-government. 
They have made too many sacrifices to leave 
any doubt that they will solve the problems 
of the future as successfully as those of the 
past. ‘ 

There is a good deal of truth in what 
Mr. Powderly says, but he goes too far. 
The masses are not altogether indif- 
ferent or helpless, and the rich are not 

all plutocrats. We prefer to _ believe 
with Mr. Ingalls that our people will 
solve their present and future problems 
without sacrificing the principles of 
genuine democracy. The people who 
threw off England’s politicalefetters will 
show, when the time . comes, that they 
are able to emancipate themselves from 
her financial bondage.

MR. M'OURDY TALKS ABOUT THE SOUTH 


Capital Js Looking This Way, and When 
Good Times Come W e’ll Feel Them. 
Governor Atkinson’s L tter. 


“My visit to Atlanta? Oh, as I remarked 
to some gentlemen a short while ago, I 
seem to be the only idle man in your city. 
Everything is on such a move here and 
everybody I have seen is so busy that an 
idle man seems out of his element.”’ 

Mr. Richard A. McCurdy, president of 
the Mutual Life Insurance Conipany of 
New York, and one of.the most prominent 
insurance men of this country, met the 
first inquisitive assault of a Constitution

reporter with the above parrying remark. 
Then he went on to say some nice things 
about Atlanta and the south. 

Mr. McCurdy is at the Aragon. For sev- 
eral days Mr. Robert A. Granniss, vice 
president of the same company, has also 
been in Atlanta but he left the city yes- 
terday. 

“About the only thing of which I can 
talk as an expert,” continued Mr. McCur- 
dy, ‘is the orange blight. I have been with 
the good pedple of Florida in their hours 
of trial and tribulation, and I know what 
the blight which has befallen upon the 
orange growers really means.’’ He has 
been in Florida about two months. The 
severe illness of Mrs. McCurdy made a 
trip to the tropics necessary and now they 
are working their way back north by easy 
stages, 

“Since the 30th of January,’ said Mr. 
McCurdy, in reply to a question, “I have 
not been at all in touch with the business 
world and whether there is any notable 
improvement in the condition of thestimes, 
I cannot, therefore, say. That there will 
be a return of prosperity some time soon 
is certain, and when that time does come 
the south will profit by it. When I say the 
south, 1 mean particularly those portions 
of this section where the temperature is 
mild enough in winter and _ sufficiently 
bracing in summer to be pleasant and to 
admit of good, earnest, genuine work the 
year around. You have such a climate 
here in Atlanta. Tennessee and Kentucky, 
northern Alabama and North Carolina and 
further up along the foothills have it. 

“It is no exaggeration to say that right 
now the eye of capital seeking investment 
is turned this way. I do not make any 
invidious comparisons between the sections 
of the country, but it is a fact that the 
south is the region toward which capital 
is looking. The record made down here 
during the panic days, and the fact that 
the west has had her boom, while the 
south hasn’t, conspire to make this region 
the most inviting to those seeking invest- 
ment. This movement of cotton mills to 
the south about which the papers have had 
a good deal to say, is the natural out- 
growth of this tendency. Though, of 
course, there are other and special reasons 
why the manufacturers of other goods 
should want to have their mills as near 
as possible to the cotton.’ 

“What about politics in the east?’ 


- “I am not a politician—in fact, I expect I 


am less of a politician than any man you 


know. There isn’t a political office in the 


éountry that would tempt me in the least, 
Theoretically I am a republican; my ten- 
dencies are alj] that way, and -I disagree 
with The Constitution's views’ on the mon- 
ey question; but I never put my finger in 
the political pie as it were, and nothing I 
say on that subject would interest 


“The visit of Governor McKinley to Geor- 
gia has given rise to a good deal of political 
talk,” was suggested, : 

“So I see, Well, Governor McKinley is a 
good man, a safe man,.and would undoubt- 
edly make a good president. There are a 
number of others who might be desirable 
in the same way, however, and I haven't 
any idea who will be the nominee of either 
party. While there should be no excessive 
tariffs, the people of the United States be- 
lieve in protection and Governor McKinley 
is generally regarded as the special cham- 
pion of the protection idea. However, ail 
republicans are protectionists, and any man 
nominated by the.party will stand on that 
side of the controversy. The tariff if a bus- 
iness question, and only to be regarded as 
such.’’ 

Speaking of Governor Atkinson's receht 
letter to the comptroller general, which has 
attracted so much attention in insuragce 
circles, Mt, McCurdy said: “My corhpdny 
has always acted upon the principle upon 
which Governor Atkinson’s views are bas- 
ed.

AND MAY INVOKE THE COURT'S AID 


He Thinks the Contract with the Electrie 
Light Company Can Ba Bettered. 
It Is for Five Years.

Atlanta’s street illumination for the next 
five years will be given by the Georgia 
Electric Light Company. 

That was an agreement entered into be- 
tween the genéral council of Atlanta and 
Mr. H. M. Atkinson, president of the elec- 
tric light company, yesterday afternoon. 

. But the contract made by the two parties 
may be broken ‘by the court of the state, 
and if it is the breaking will form wne of 
the most interesting legal stories in which 
Atlanta has ever been a party—a story 
which will have a bearing upon all subse- 
quent contracts the city may seek to make 
or really make for a service to be rendered. 

Judge yer, who has been opposed to 
the city contracting with any eompany for 
the lights and has been a strong advocate 
of a plant owned and operated by the city, 
will more than likely file an injunction 
against the tontract the city made with the 
Georgia Electric Light Company yesterday. 
It cannot be said positively that the judge 
will file the bill, but it can be said without 
any doubt whatever that he is thinking of 
doing so. In fact, he has said himself that 
he was giving the matter a careful study 
and that when his mind was relieved of 
some pressing court business on his hands 
he would go to the depth of the injunction 
idea. 

During the consideration of the contract 
yesterday by the general council there Was 
no more attentive listener than Judge Hill- 
yer. He occupied a seat in the rear of the 
fourth ward representation and among the 
crowd that congregates at the meetings of 
the council. On one side of him sat a rich 
and well-known citizen, while on the other 
was an applicant for a free license to ped- 
dle. Throughout the discussion of the ques- 
tion he was alert. With a pook on his lap 
and a pencil in his hand he marked the 
points of the advocates of tae contract that 
did not suit him and then when the discus- 
sion had closed was given the floor. 

“I do not care,” said he, ‘‘to make any 
talk on this matter "right now. I have lis- 
tened to what the attorney for the com- 
pany has had to say and have nothing to 
say in reply. However, should the members 
of the council go into a debate of the ques- 
tion I might want to be heard later on; If 
I can be hGard then I will not consume the 
time of the general council fest now. But 
if not, I may say a word or two.” 

The judge was assured that he might be 
heard at any time during the meeting and 
returned to his seat. 

It was without much discussion among 
the members that the contract was closed 
and Judge Hillyer had nothing more to say 
to the general council, but after the meet- 
ing he indicated a determination to con- 
test the matter in the courts. Just as the 
council completed its work it was whispered 
about the council chamber that he would go | 
to the courts for an injunction against the 
contract. During the evening the judge was 
asked about the matter and in response to 


questions said: 
“IT don’t think the contract the best for 


‘the city by any means and am not pleased 


with it.” 

“Is it trie that you are going to file an 
injunction?” ; 

“Well, I can’t say that it is true,” replied 
the judge in a slow; measured manner. 

“Are you thinking of such a step?’ was 
asked. | 

“I have given the question of city lights 
a good deal of study,” he replied, “but just 
now I am very busy in the courts with 
some cases that will come up tomorrow and 
have not had,the time necessary to give to 
the injunction theory. However, 1 shall 
look carefully into it and will talk to you 
tomorrow if <i have the time. There is 
plenty of time yet.’’ 

Even before the result was attained by 
the council there w@re members on the 
floor who were apprehensive that sgme 
steps wopld be ta&ken to test the worth of 
the contract as it was presented by the 
committee. ° 

The council was working under the head 
of reports of committees when the question 
came up. On the call for the committee 
on electric lights, telegraph and telephones, 
Mr. Harman, chairntan; arose and address- 
ing the chair stated: 

“This committee has given this matter 
a thorough study and the more study given 
the more We realize that the report we have 
to submit fs about:the only solution of the 
question. Here is that report.” 

The report was read and was: 

“Upon the appointment of your committee 
in January we began at once negotiations 
looking to making a new contract for 
lighting the streets, as the present contract 
with the Georgia Electric Light Company 
expires on July list next. 

“We found that the electric light com- 
mittee for 1894 had the books of the electric 
light company examined by Mr. J. C. 
Courtney, an éxpert accountant, with a 
view of possibly renewing the present con- 
tract and ascertaining if the present prices 
being paid by the gg A were fair and rea- 
sonable. That report is herewith submitted 
and marked exhibit ‘A.’ .From the expert’s 
report your committee do not beHeve that 
the prices now in effect are exhorbitant, 
nor in excess of the amounts being paid by 
a great number of other cities in various 

ortions of the United States, but, believing 
hat electrical apparatus had been greatly 
cheapened since the present contract was 
made and that technioal knowledge con- 
cerning electrical work had becoOme more 
general we felt that it was possible and 
our duty to have the present figures re- 
duced either by making a new contract 
with the Georgia Electric Light Company 
or by inducing others to erect a new plant, 


or by the cit¥ erecting a plant of its own. | 


Your committee do not believe i geen 
for the city to erett @ plant of its own 
at this time. 

"We began negotiations with Mr.. H. M. 
Atkinson, president of the Georgia Electric 
Light Company, and after various meet- 
ings of your committee and personal in- 
terviews between Mr. Atkinson and the 
members of your committee, Mr.. Atkinson 
submitted the proposition herewith attached 
and marked exhibit ‘B.’ Your committee 
made counter propositions to Mr. Atkinson 
looking to the further reduction than the 
figures named by him. While these nego- 
tiations were going on certain parties inter- 
ested in what is known as the Chattahoo- 
chee River Hlectric Power Company came 
before the committee and@asked that we 
postpone action until they could gét in po- 
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considera of the matter 
for fifteen days and then Judge J ‘ 
, for the attahoochee Electric 
ompany, came before your com- 
mittee and asked that we further postpone 
making a contract. Your committee again 
stponed the matter and advertised for 
ids to be opened on March 30th, ae Dn 
attached notice marked ‘C.’ On March 80th 
only one bid was handed in to your com- 
mite. and that is attached and marked 
D, d your committee were notified by 
parties interested in the Chattahoochee 
company that they would not make any 
bi, as they had stated to your committee 
they would do when your committee asked 
for authority to advertise for bids. 
_.“Your committee did not consider favora- 
bly any of the proposals madé by the 
Georgia Electric Light Gompany, and made 
them a proposition, namely, that the com- 
mittee would recommend: : 

“1. That the Georgia Electric Light Com- 
pany should furnish the number of lights 
specified in advertisement and in accordance. 
with specifications as to candle power, qual- 
ity, increase, etc., for three years at §90 per 
arc light per annum and $36 per incandes- 
cent light per annum, and to make a re- 
duction of commercial lighting in the city 
of 25 per cent, or, 

“2, That the Georgia Electric Light Com- 
pany should furnish the lights as above 
stated for five years for $85 for arc lights 
and $35 for incandescent lights, and at the 
end of two years they should agree to 
have the question of price settled by arbi- 
tration. such arbitration to take into con- 
sideration the prices of electrical machinery 
and appliances, all improved methods of 
te eae cities by electricity, etc,, and the 
present rate of commercial lighting to be 
decreased by 25 per cent. 

“Mr. Atkinson agreed to the proposal of 
the committee for the five years’ contract. 
except that he would not agree that the 
contract price should be reviewed every 
two years by arbitration, as above stated. 
All through the negotiations with the Geor- 
gia Electric Light Company, your com- 
mittee, while earnestly endeavoring to make 
the best possible trade for the city, have 
tried not to forget that the Georgia Elec- 


terprise which should receive every protec- 
tion which we could consistently give to it. 
Your committee would have unanimously 
recommended to you for acceptance the 
proposal made by us for a three years’ 
contract at $90 for arc lights &nd $36 for 
incandescent lights, but the Georgia Elec- 
tric Light Company did not believe it to 
their interest to accept said proposal. 

“Your committee, therefore, is compelled 
to recommend that his honor, the mayor, 
be authorized to make a contract with the 
Georgia Electric Light Company for light- 
ing the streets of Atlanta for one year as 
per their bid herewith attached and marked 
D,’ and that said contract be made efféct- 
ive from this date, and your committee 
further recommend that they be author- 
ized to advertise for bids to light. the 
streets from April 1, 1896, for a term of 
One year, three years, five years and ten 
years, such advertisement not to cost ex- 
ceeding $250.’’ 

The rules were suspended to hear from 
Hon. James F. O'Neill, attorney for the 
company. Mr. 0’ Neill combatted the report 
submitted by the committee and declared 
that the city would better itself by making 
a contract for either five or ten y@ars. He 
showed how the city would lose money on 
the one-year contract and how money could 
be saved on the five or ten-year contract, 
or even on the three-y. ar contract. Hts ar- 
gument was listened io with the greatest 
attention and convinved many that a 
change from the repurt of the committce 
to a longer term would be beneficial to the 
city. : 

“The report of that committee,”’ said Mr. 
Howell, “is right enough, “but I think we 
could make a few changes that would suit 
both the city and the company better and 
I offer this as a substitute: 

‘Your committee accepts the substitute 
by Mr. Howell and recommend that his 
bonor, the mayor, be authorized to make 
a contract with the Georgia Electric Light 
Company to furnish electric lights for the 
term of five years at the yrice of $8 each 


’ for arc lights and $35 each for incandescenfs 


as specified in the advertisement and in 
aczordance with specifications as to ca1dle 
power, quality, increase, etc. 

“And it is further understood that such 
contract entered into between the Georgia 
Electric Light Company and the city of 
Atlanta shall provide that at the end of 
two and four years the price of lights 
above mentioned shall be fixed by apvbitra- 
tion and such arbitration shall fix the price 
at what ‘tthe arbitrators deem shall be reqe 
sonable and fair, taking into consideration 
the price of electrical machinery and ap- 
pliances and all-improved methods of light- 
ing cities by electricity. The price fixed by 
the arbitrators to be enforced for the two 
following years. 

“Tt is further understood that such arbi- 
tration shall, under no circumstances, in- 


agreed to, viz: $85 per arc light and $35 per 
incandescent light per annum. 

‘And it is further understood that the 
Georgia. Electric Light Company shall 
further agree to reduce the price of com- 
mercial lighting 25 per cent.” 

“One trouble with the substitute,” said 
Mr. Harman, “is that point of arbitration. 
If that could be overcome there would be 
no trouble about the matter.” 

Mr. Howell advocated the adoption of 
the substitute and as none of the mem- 
bers opposéd it, the substitute was adopt-

Yesterday Morning. 
BILL OF INDICTMENT WAS DEFECTIVE 


The District Attorney Will Have a 
New Indictment by 11 O’Clock. 


TWO DAYS DEMANDED BY COL, GLENN 


The Hanging Case Will Be on the Boards 
Today—Full Details of Yester- 
day’s Session. 


A demurrer to the bill of indictment in 
the now famous Worley case that ranks 
among the whitecap trials in the federal 
court as majestic old Mount Blanc among 
“the real whitecaps of the Alpine brother- 
hood, swept the ficl@d yesterday in the 
form of a legal cyclone and only a single 
count in the bill ‘was left remaining to 
tell of the passage of the storm:

It was quite a severe shock to the district 
attorhey, but he soon rallied from the 
blow and made the announcement to the 
court that he would be ready with a new 
indictment by 11 o’clock this morning.

The bill of indictment was divided into 
peven counts. 

In the first count the crime was based 
upon the fact that Worley had reported 
Bradley Thornton and T. A. McEntire tg 
Deputy Marshal W. J. Duncan. 

In the second count it was based on 
Wosley’s report of George Terry. 

In the third count it was based on his 
report of James Bell. 

In the fourth count it was based on his 
report of Charles Hyde. 

In the fifth count it was based on his 
report of all these moonshiners severally. 

The sixth count charged the killing o» 
Worley for testifying against James His 

ns before Commissioner Hamilton. In 
addition to the conspiracy the crime of 
murder was also alleged. 

The seventh count charged the same 
offense without the allegation of murder. 

In sustaining the bill of indictment the 
district attorney made a strong speech and 
one .that evinced deep thought and study. 
He was superbly reinforced by Colonel T. 
iW. Rucker and Colonel George L. Bell. 

It was one of the interesting legal en. 
gagements that have ever taken place in 
the northern district of Georgia and to- 
day’s developments will be. watched with 
more than a passing curiosity.

| excuses to offer why they should not be 


required to serve in this case let them step 
forward.”’ 

At this challenge it seemed as if half of 
the jurors in the courtroom were bent on 
making a good legal excuse and immediate- 
ly the crowd began to Surge about Judge 
Newman. 

“One at a time, gentlemen,” observed the 
court mildly. 

Mr. L. B._ Nelson, the foreman of. the 
state grand jury, was excused on account 
of his connection with that body. 

Mr. Tom Day was excused because he 
was a member of the city council, and thus 
the sifting went on until only a small 
residue was left from which to select a 
jury. 

“Proceed, Mr. James.” 

“Proceed, Mr. James,’’ said the judge as 
soon as the jurors were seated. 

“May it please .your honor,” began the 
district attorney, ‘“‘we have decided to put 
on trial James McEntire, Frank Gilbert, 
John Henry Goble and James McCutchen.”’ 

“We are ready for Gilbert and Goble, 
two of the defendants,” said Colonel Glenn, 
‘but we will have to ask the court’s indul- 
gence before announcing ready with refer- 
ence to McEntire and McCutchen.”’ 

McEntire’s Witness on a Sickbed. 

A brief conference followed this state- 
ment. Finally Colonel Glenn announced: 

“May it please your honor, we find that 
we are not ready to go to trial with refer- 
ence to James McEntire on account of the 
absence of a: matérial witness for the de- 
fendant. The witness has been served with 
the court’s subpoena but is too unwell to 
leave home. She is the only witness by 
whom we can prove the whereabouts of 
McEntire at the time of the killing.’’ 

“Who is the witness, Colonel Glenn?’ 
asked Judge Newman. 

“Mrs. Whitner,” replied the attorney. 
“The killing of Worley is said to have oc- 
curred between 8 and 11 o’clock in 
the morning. We propose to show by Mrs. 
Whitner that she was visiting at the home 
of James McEntire, about eight miles from 
the scene of the killing, that morning, and 
that McEntire himself was present. It is 
impossible to proceed without this wit- 
ness.”’ 

Colonel Tom Grier, one of the attorneys 
for the defense, was put on the stand. He 
testified that he had called to see Mrs. 
Whitner in regard to her testimony, and 
she stated to him that she was willing to 
swear that McEntire was at home at the 
time of the killing. This was eight or nine 
miles from Worley’s plantation. 

Mrs. Whitner’s Stepson. 

An awkward, sun-burned urchin, appa- 
rently twelve or fourteen years old, was 
next called to the stand. A dirty handker- 
chief was tied about the youngster’s neck. 
He gave his name as Avary Whitner. 

He testified that his step-mother went 
over to visit. the McEntires on the morning 
that Worley was killed. He saw her there 
himself. He went to arrange for a hunting 
expedition, but failed to go that day. He 
knew it was the day Worley was killed, as 
he hauled a load of guano for his father 


on that day and the invoice gave the date 


of the transaction, which coincided with 
the Worley killing. 

“What day of the week did you go to the 
McEntires?” asked the attorney. 

“On the 19th of April.” 

“Do you“know the day of the week?’’ 

The boy shook his head. 

“Then how do you know it was the 19th 
of April?’ 

“Because the date is on my § father’s 
guano bill. I hauled the guano for him.’’ 

“Why did your mother go to the McEn- 
tires ?”’ 

“Dunno.” . 

‘What time did she cOme home?’ 

“Dunno.” 

“When did you see her next?’’ 

“At dinner.’’ 

“When Did She Get Sick?” 

‘Can you tell the court what is the mat- 
ter with your step-mother?”’ asked Colonel 
Glenn, 

‘‘No, sir.”’ 

“How long has she been sick?’’ 

“She's been ailing tor two or three days, 
first up and then down.”’ 

The district attorney took up the tweezers 
at this point. Darting a fierce look at the 
little fellow that made his pantaloons fair- 
ly shake, he asked: 

“What did you say was the matter with 
your step-mother?’ 

“Dunno.”’ 

“Did she get sick before or after the 
officer gave her the paper to appear in 
court ?’’ 

The little boy studied for a moment. The 
question puzzled him. 

“She was sick before the man came, but 
she went to bed the next day.’’ 

The district attorney then told the young- 
ster to come down. 

A White-Haired Defendant. 

Colonel Glenn next called to the stand 
the defendant himself, James McEntire. 

As the old white-haired man stepped to 
the front he was followed by the sympa- 
thetic gaze of the courtroom. It was evi- 
dent that the weight of more than three 
score winters was upon him and the ruddy 
glow in his cheek was only the flush of life's 
sunset. : 

He testified that he was not at the kill- 
ing, but was at home at the time it was 
said to have occurred. The only witness 
by which he could prove this was Mrs. 
Whitner, who had come to see his wife 
that morning. 

Colonel Glenn asked if he knew. what 
was the matter with Mrs. Whitner that 
she was not able to attend court. He 
thought she was about to be confined. This 
was the report in the neighborhood, though 
he had no personal information. 

Opposed by the District Attorney. 

IMstrict Attorney James was opposed to a 
continuance of the case.

Colonel James Gets Ruffled. 

“We'll sever the defendants, may it please 

the court, and put James McCutchen on 


trial first. 

“Your honor, 
ready in that case yet,”’

Turning to the district attorney, he sug- 
gested that he was ready to try Gilbert 
and Gable. 

This irritated that officer and he re- 
plied: 

“T am not going to let Colonel Glenn 
dictate to me what defendants I shall put 
on trial. The next defendant We propose to 
try is McCutchen.”’ 

Colonel Glenn then asked for a conference, 
The attorneys for McCutchen thereupon 
left the courtroom with the prisoner. They 
returned in a few minutes. 

“We are ready to proceed, may it please 
your honor,’ said Colonel Glenn.” 
Colonel Glenn’‘’s Demurrer. 

Holding in his hands a legal document 
the attorney announced that he proposed ta 
file a demurrer to the bill. 

At that point, in order to equip himself 
for the legal battle that was to follow, 
he called for a number of law books, which 
were piled up before him on the table. 

Mr. Dan Rountree, his law partner, sat 
in:the immediate neighborhood of the at- 
torney and thus the conflict opened. 

“Before reading the demurrer,’’ said Colo- 
nel Glenn, “I wish to lay down two impor- 
tant propositions. The first is that the 
United States commissioner holds no court 
of the United States as alleged in the bill, 
and the other one is that two offenses, one 
of them a misdemeanor and the other a 
felony, cannot be joined in the same court 
of the bill of indictment.” 

Is the Commissioner a Judge? 

“In no sense,” continued Colonel Glenn, 
planting himself upon the first proposition, 
‘is the commissioner’s court a court of the 
United States as set forth in the bill. The 
case has been ruled upon by the supreme 
court of the United States, and that ‘tri- 
bunal has made itself plain,”’ 

In confirmation of this point Colonel Glenn 
cited the opinion of Judge Curtis in a@ case 
that brought out the issue as to whether 
or not the commissioner's court Was such a 
one as the Unifed States court could re- 
view by habeas corpus in appellate proceed- 
ings. It was held that such a court did 
not exercise any judicial authority in the 
sense that such authority was conferred by 
the constitution of the United States. 

Colé®ei Glenn further read a citation from 
Judge Story in the case of the United States 


we have not announced 
replied Colonel 


vs. Stephen G. Clark, in which that eminent | 


authority deelared the proposition to be 
absurd. 

The only courts of the United States, in 
the true contemplation of the phrase, in- 
sisted Colonel Glenn, were the supreme, the 
district, the circuit and the circuit appeal 
courts. The commissioner was only a mag- 
istrate and exercised no judicial functions 
in the statutory sense of that expression. 

Colonel Glenn proceeded to elaborate the 
proposition further by defining the nature 
limitations and restrictions of the com- 
missioner’s court. : 

Having disposed of this proposition Col- 
onél Glenn discussed his second proposition 
in which he demurred to the sixth count 
of the bill of indietment, In this count two 
distinct grades of offenses were alleged, 
one of them a misdemeanor and the other 
a felony~one punishable, in the discretion 
of the court, by a fine or imprisonment in 
the penitentiary,,and the other by death. 
To join the two offenses in the same count 
was thought by Colonel Glenn to be ab- 
surd, 

At this point, for the sake of convenience, 
Colonel Glenn asked for a ruling of the 
court with reference to the sixth and sev- 
enth counts of the bill of indictment, em- 


bracing the two propositions set out in the 


demurrer. 

The district attorney, however, refused to 
agree to this division, and insisted that 
Colonel Glenn read his demurrer in full. 

“This demurrer,’’ said Colonel Gienn, 
“covers the entire bill of indictment,” He 
then proceeded, The first ground of the 
demurrer alleged the insufficiency of the 
billin law. The second proceeded to dissect 
the first count of the bill and to allege tech- 
nical errors that made it void. In like man- 
ner the second, third, fourth and fifth 
counts were treated, The sixth and seventh 
counts were met by the demurrers set out 
in the propositions argued by Colonel Glenn 
in the beginning of his speech, 

Colonel James Takes the Floor. 

AS soon as Colonel Glenn finished his ar- 
announce 
ed that he was ready to rule out the sixth 
count. It was manifestly an error to join 
felony and a misdemeanor in the snme 
count, This admitted of no defense, On 
reading the bill he discovered a failure to 
bring out clearly the perpetration of the 


crime in purstiarice of the conspiracy, The 


overt act was proven well enough, but his 
mind was not sufficiently clear in regard to 
the conspiracy. He wanted to hear ficm 
Colonel James on this point, 

Coionel James went over the indictment 
carefully, bringing out the different allera- 
tions, and showing both the conspiracy 
formed and the crime perpetrated, 

As soon as he concluded he was followed

by Colonel T, W. Rucker, who presented ‘ 


his views in a clear, vigorous speech 
Judge Newman’s Decision. 


“This whole case,” said Judge Newman, 


“rests upon the formation of a conspiracy 
to injure and oppress a person for exercis- 
ing a right secured to him by the constitu- 
tion, The cause of the formation of the 
conspiracy must be clearly stated. It will 
not do to describe the criminal act and 
then charge; in general terms, that it Was 
committed in pursuance of a conspifacy. 
This court hag jurisdiction of the conspira- 
cy only, and not of the killing.” 

The judge thereupon sustained the de- 
murrer to the first six counts. He refused 
to sustain it with reference to the seventh 
count, declaring that he had already ruled 
on that point adverse to the position taken 
by Colonel Glenn. He was very. deeply 
impressed, however,’ by the views of the 
attorney and was not disposed sincé héar- 
ing him to insist. upon the absolute reli- 
ability of his own views. He was not 
prepared to alter them, however, suffi- 
clently to declare that the United States 
commissioner exercised no judicial au- 
thority. The following is the ruling of 
Judge Newman: 

“The defendant, James McCutchen, 
having announced ready fdr trial and 
having demurred to the indictment, it is 
upon argument considered and adjudged by 
the court that demurrer be sustained on 
the first six counts as to James McCutchen. 

“WILLIAM T. NEWMAN, Judge. 

“In open court, April 1, 1896.”’ 

A New Bill Today. 

Colonel James announced to the court 
that he would go before the grand jury and 
obtain another bill of ‘indictment without 
delay. 


“How long will it take you, Colone] 


- James?’ 


“I will have it ready by 11 o’clock and 
we can then proceed with the trial.’’ 

‘‘May it please the, court,” said Colone!’ 
Glenn, ‘‘we intend to insist upon every 
one of our legal rights. The law allows 
the defendant two days after being served 
with a bill of indictment, and we propose 
to demand that right for our clients.”’ 

He then cited the law inthe federal] 
statute book. 

“That will throw this case until Thurs. 
day morning,” said Judge Newman. 

‘T will have the bill in this case ready 
by 11 o’clock tomorrow morning,’’ said the 
district attorney. “In the meantime I in. 
tend to keep all the witnesses here, and in 
order to save the government from un- 
necessary expense, I will take up the hang- 
ing case tomorrow. The same witnesses 
have been summoned in this case as in 
the murder case.” 

Judge Newman pill hold court this morn- 
ing, beginning at 10 o’clock. The hanging 
case will be taken up and as soon as this 
is concluded the murder trial will be re- 
sumed.

Manufactarers of Georgia Are Organizing 
an Association. 


PROMINENT MEN ARE IN THE LEAD 


The Local Manu/‘acturers to Meet at the 
Chamber of Commerce Next Friday. 
W bat They Will Do. 


The manufacturers of Georgia are organ- 
izing a state association and will hold a 
convention in Atlanta May l4th and 15th. 

There will be a meeting of the manufact- 
urers of Atlanta at the Chamber of Com- 
merce next Friday for the purpose of ar- 
ranging for the ooming convention. 

The manufacturers are urged to att2nd 
the meting Friday, as there will be many 
important matters to be taken up in con- 
nection with the work of preparing for the 
entertainment of the visiting manufact- 
urers. — 

There is to be a meeting at the Chamber 
of Commerce of ali classes of Atlanta’s 
tradesmen and representative business men 
Priday at li o’clock for the purpose of 
taking some action concerning the proposi- 
tion to have a grand carnival in this city 
@t the opening of the Cotton States and 
International exposition, and it will be par- 
' tieularly convenient for the manufacturers 
to meet then and attend their special meet- 


ing, which is booked fof 11:30 o’clock, just’ 


a half nour after the time for the general 
_ meeting, and at the same place. 

The manufacturers can thus kill two birds 
with onc stone and take a hand in both 
meetings. | 

There is a great deal of interest mani- 
fested by the: manufacturers of the state 
in the new prganization which has so re- 
cently been planted upon a sound basis, 
and which promises so much. 

The State Manufacturers’ Association was 
started through a conference of Messrs. 
J. F. Hanson, of Macon; J. W. Robertson, 
of Clarkesville, and J. D. Turner, of this 
city. They decided to make the suggestion 
to the manufacturers of the state and call- 
ed upon Mr. T. H. Martin, editor of Dixie, 
the well known industrial journal, to act 
- @s secretary and render assistance in the 
detail work of getting up the organization. 

When the idea was presented to many of 
the prominent and well known manufact- 
urers of the state they ail accepted the 
plan with great favor and finally the prop- 
osition for the state organization went forth

Many Things in View. 


The manufacturers have several impodr- 
tant matters in view in bringing about the 
state organization of men of their trades 
and professions. 

It is probable that when the state con- 
vention is held here on the 14th and 15th 
of May measures will be discissed for do- 
ing something jointly looking to the pre- 
vention of the enactment of adverse labor 
laws in this state. 

The matter of an-‘equitable and indiscrim- 
inating adjustment of freight rates may 
also be taken up, and the promoters of the 
new association of manufacturers particu- 
larly emphasize their determination to do 
something to check the “political dema- 
gogue in his iniquitous efforts to array la- 
bor against capital and agricultural against 
manufacturing interests.” 

They claim that every manufacturer in 
the state has a common interest and the 
men who have taken the lead in this move- 
ment are determined to bring about a bet- 
ter feeling and a firmer’ determination 
among the manufacturers of the state in 
the advancement of their work. 


A Very Great Many Have Joined. 


Up to date nearly two hundred replies 
have been received by the acting secretary, 
T. H. Martin, of the new association and 
out of¢that number there have been but 
two or three manufacturers who have not 
enthusiastically put their names down as 
favoring the organization of the associa- 
tion. Out of the first 135 letters that were 
received only one reply was unfavorable to 
the organization. 

Thus it is seen that the movement is 
almost unanimous on the part of the man- 
ufacturers of the state. 

There will probably be sevéral hundred 
of the leading ustrial men of the state 
at the convention to be held in Atlanta on 
the 14th and 15th of May, and it is impor- 
tant that there should be a full attendance 
at the meeting of local manufacturers at 
the Chamber of Commerce next Friday.

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BY STRANGE LETTERS 


Mr. H. Robson Has Been Annoyed for 
Four Years by Anonymous Letters. 


18 STILL AN UNSOLVED MYSTERY 


He Is Painted Up as a Villain Whenever 
He Begins to Visit the Young 
Ladies. 


The countenance of Mr. Norwood Robson, 
the well-known bookkeeper at Silverman’s, 
is usually aglow with a broad, expansive 
smile, but recently that cheerful expression 
has diSappeared and instead of the smile 
there is a deep furrowed frown and his 
erstwhile chubby cheeks wear an emaciat- 
ed, pallid-hue.

With a scowl that 
showed the intensity of his feeling the old 
man gave him to understand that his 
daughter was not in and would be no more 
when Mr. Robson called. In fact, he point- 
ed to the gate and told him that a path was 
there leading to the street. 

It was something that Mr. Robson could 
not understand. He wanted an explanation, 
as he knew there must have been some 
mistake, but he decided to wait until the 
old man cooled off. When he met the young 
lady next day there was no longer the 
happy, cordial glance there, but a cold, 
haughty bow of recognition—that was all, 

Hasty inquiry developed the fact that a 
letter had been received at the house con- 
cerning Mr. Robson. It was of a slanderous 
and maligning nature, painting Mr. Robson 
up as a Villain of the deepest dye.

So -during the years that followed when- 
ever the young man would begin to visit 
a young lady there invariably came an 
anonymous letter. -There was a young lady 
in Macon whom Mr. Robsuwn admired. He 
took trips there several times. *Then came 
the letters—the strange, anonymous letters. 

Recently the young lady forwarded these 
missives to Mr. Robson. - Perplexed and an- 
noyed beyond measure hé told his troubles 
to a detective and asked that the casé be 
thoroughly sifted. 

‘There is some one who has been sys- 
tematically hunting me down,” said Mr. 
Robson. ‘“‘‘Who writes them I have no idea, 
Whether it is some friend playing a con- 
tinued practical joke, whether it is an ene- 
my wishing to injure me whenever an op- 
portunity cofmes, or whether it is a jealous 
young lady, I cannot say, 

‘‘Whoever it is they keep up with me and 
my coming and going all the while... The 
only trouble is, of course, that it keeps 
me busy explaining. I have become ac- 
customed to it now and it is no longer a 
matter of surprise when a young lady tells 
me that she has received an anonymoiis 
communication concerning me. These letters 
are all addressed in a feminine hand and 
the body of the communication is written 
out in a disguised back hand. 

‘“T have an idea that it is some friend 
playing a practical joke, but I really can’t 
see why it should be kept up so long or so 
mysteriously.” 

Mr. Robson has collected a number of 
the communications from his different 
young lady acquaintances, but thus far 
they have given no clew to the author. 
But for his irreproachable character it 
might be that these letters would have had 
some effect. As it is, those who know him 
regard the affair simply as a joke.
